But, it is folly, even from this 
distance, for Transjordan to 
claim the land is their territory 
and has been “invaded.” Last 
Spring it was guarded by one 
lone Israeli sentry, armed only 
with a rifle. He kept that to 
protect himself from raiding 
groups which might cross the 
river at night.

In Bible days it was a border 
between Gilead and Bashan 
southward, and between Gilead 
and Gaulitanis, or Decapolis, 
northward. Decapolis was a dis- 
trict consisting of 10 cities found- 
ed by the followers of Alexander 
The Great.

ing in on a veteran Maine guide 

for the hammer-murder of his 
estranged wife found him shot to 

death in woods here Monday, a 

victim of suicide. 


State Trooper Stephen Gould 
said it “looks as though” Vaughn 
Miller, 37, shot himself with a 12- 
gauge shotgun early Sunday after 
bludgeoning his 33-year-old wife 
Frances, mother of eight children. 
‘He had found her in a parked 
‘truck with another mau. 


Miller’s body was found in 
‘woods about a quarter-mile from 
his Greenbush home. State police 
said he had shot himself in the 
head with the gun he had taken 
from his home after killing his 
wife.

for war.” 

In the resence of an unusually 
large delegation of fraternal dele- 
gates and visitors from foreign 
countries, Green swiftly summar- 
ized the AFL'« viewpoint on the 
Outstanding questions of the day. 


He flatly opposed a wage freeze 
at this time, predicted the even- 
tual repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Relations Act of 1947 and 
reported the passage of a liberal- 
ized Social Security Act which 
“was drafted by the AFL.” 

Green dwelt at some length on 
the rise in living costs since last 
March and particularly since the 
Korean invasion on June 25. 

“There are some who are advo- 
cating the freezing of wages and 
prices," he declared. “We have 
protested against such action be- 
cause that would mean freezing 
prices up high and wages down 
ow 

“What we are determined to @ 
is to fight with all the power that 
we postess to lift the wage level 
up so that it is established on a 
parity with prices before there is 
any freezing of wages.”

In Korea United Nations forces are be- 
pane to win the war of a ion begun 
y the cynical invasion of th Korea by 
the Soviet-aided North Koreans. 
They are there because the United Na- 
tions charter forbids aggression. 


Today the approximately 500 delegates 
and representatives of the 95 UN members 
meet in New York as the General Assem- 
bly. It is the fifth such Assembly meet- 
ing since the UN was established. 


To this meeting the Soviets, apparently 
not satisfied by the propaganda of “The 
Big Lie” as expressed by their Security 
Council delegate, Jacob Malik, have sent 
one of their champions, Andrei Vishinsky. 


He comes charged with seeking to 
cause the General Assembly to agree to 
The Big Lie, which says that it was really 
South Korea and the United States which 
began the aggression. The Security Coun- 
cil, backed by Nehru of India and Asia, 
has beaten down The Big Lie. The General 
Assembly can hardly refuse to sustain its 
council, and indeed is not expected to have 
anv will to do otherwise. 


The Assembly must also determine 
what happens when the UN forces reach 
the thirty-eighth parallel.

A Molester 
Gets Caught 


Last week a very courageous young 
lady was molested while shopping in a 
downtown store.

After talking with her parents, she 
called in the police. They advised and 
hel prepare a trap.

In his conversation he mentioned rape 
and attacking women—saying he had “not 
yet” done such deeds, but the implication 
was there. 

First, we want to congratulate the 
young lady and her family. We urge that 
all other persons so molested go to the 
police and try their best to work out a 
method of arresting the guilty. .Don't be 
afraid of publicity in such cases involving 
protection of women and children. 


Second, we again want to appeal to 
the legislature to do something about sex 
criminals. The man in the latest case got 
six months on three charges, and was 
later freed on appeal bond. 

We cannot go ahead and allow these 
cases to be treated as misdemeanors. We 
can't go on turning out dangerous per- 
sons to prey on children and women, 
young and old. 

We must not longer temporize with the 
problem. 

Let all communities in the State urge 
its legislative representative to do some- 
thing about this problem which is state- 
wide in every state, so that in the 1951 
legislative session we may have some new 
legislation.

We can only |hope that common sense 
will assert itself, The Committee has not 
yet been announced. It is too late to dis- 
cover that appropriate Negro welfare 
workers or educators may be added to it? 

Let us not again have Georgia the*only 
one of 48 States to stand on such pre- 
posterous grounds.

Certainly Roy has been in Georgia poli- 
tics long enough to know that if Judge Conger were indeed run- 
ning for something, as The Courier professes to believe, he would 
not be speaking out in defiance of those who control the State's 
political situation and who have demonstrated so unmistakably 
that they will not tolerate any criticism.

Those $3 Car Tags 


May Become Free 


The next Legislature may be asked to abolish 

entirely the cost of the automobile tag. You would 

™ simply obtain your license plate free of charge, 

according to a suggestion being drawn for solons by some tax 
experts. Taxes that the motorist pays will occupy much of the 
discussion next January, and preliminary plans are being laid now. 


Here's the idea behind the free motor vehicle license plate: The 
proposed three per cent Sales Tax would apply on the purchase 
of automobiles as it does on all other items, so the motorist would 
deserve some little relief elsewhere. Instead of being the state 
tax on cars, the license plate would become merely a means of 
identification. You wouldn't byy your tag from the State Revenue 
Department. You would go to your County Tax Receiver and 
return your car for property tax, at the same time you return your 
other property taxes. Then the Tax Receiver would send an order 
to the State Revenue Department to send you a tag free. 

If you already own your car and are already paying property 
tax on it, this plan would save you $2.50 or $3.50 per year—or 
whatever you are paying for your tag. The proposed Sales Tax 
would apply only once—upon the sale of the car. If you are not 
now returning your car for property taxes, you would have to begin 
doing so—because you would havesno tag unless you paid the 
property tax. 


Trucks and busses likewise would get 
Trucks Pay Extra their license plates free. But their 


income taxes would be scaled upwards to have them pay especially 
for using the highways. 


This plan would cost the state about $4,000,000 it now receives 
from license plates. The tax experts believe it would mean the ad- 
dition of several times this much money to the counties, however, 
by forcing motorists to return their cars for property taxes. This 
plan would definitely send money into the counties without giving 
the counties a slice of the proposed Sales Tax. 


Motorists in Georgia already are paying one of the highest taxes 
in the nation on gasoline. The temporary 7-cents-a-gallon tax will 
automatically revert to 6 cents next July. In the meantime, plans 
are being made to reduce it even further—so that the proposed 
Sales Tax, while applying to gasoline as it does to other items, 
would not increase the present tax load of the gasoline used. 


= Speaking of motorists, the Legislature 
Younger Drivers will be asked to lower the driver's 


age for a special class of boys and girls. Under the present 
law, a' youth cannot drive until he is 16 years old. After winning a 
national citation from the progress made in its first year of organi- 
§ation last year, the high school safe drivers’ course is being ex- 
panded this year to reach additional thousands of youths. These 
students now cannot take under-the-wheel instructions, however, 
until they are 16. State School Supt. M. D. Collins wants special 
provisions made to permit the high school teacher to give the 
youths under-the-wheel instructions a few months prior to their 
16th birthday. Then they will be ready to start driving alone when 
they become 16. Now they begin driving, ready or not, at 16.

That Express Highway! 


The Editors: Mr. E. J. Hammond wrote a let- 
ter on the express highway in which he con- 
fuses an issue by letting his feelings in regard 
to Commissioner Doyal and liquor stores mix 
with the situation concerning a highway which 
can or will affect him very little if at all. 


Mr. Hammond does not seem to realize that 
a group of people are fighting to protect their 
homes against arbitrary destruction. He states 
that in the last analysis, should not the highway 
be routed where qualified engineers have de- 
cided that it can be put most advantageously and 
with damage to the fewest people. A highly 
qualified engineering firm in Atlanta laid out 
a route that they judged satisfactory ta accom- 
plish its purpose, one that was judged to be 
cheaper and would hurt the fewest people and 
that route was not through the community now 
involved. This route was west of the: present 
one suggested, and as planned would help our 
local traffic situation better than the present 
one. A route farther west can be had that will 
do little damage to any homes now built. 


Our community was built in good faith and 
the announcement that Northside Drive was to 
be the main artery was made much more than 
three years ago. It may be pointed out that 
traffic has always been on Northside Drive and 


likely always will be. Those who built there ~ 


have built there with that knowledge. Grades 


on Northside Drive do not constitute a major ob- 
stable. Hills as an obstacle occur on all routes 
involved. Also clover leafs are not necessary. 


I am also sorry to note that the quality of 
a city is associated with numbers given in a 
census. “The serving of the overwhelming in- 
terests of Atlanta and Fulton County should be 
considered rather than those of ohe Commis- 
sioner and a few neighbors,” states Mr. Ham- 
mond. It could be possible that the interests 
of Atlanta and Fulton County would be best 
served by not building the so-called Northwest 
leg at all. There can be many arguments pro 
and con and the expenditure of the large sum 
necessary might happen to produce better re+ 
sults spent elsewhere. The highway is not the 
panacea for all our ills. I am also certain that 
metropolitan interests can be served fully, for 
instance, by following the original plans and 
recommendations made by competent engineers 
which take the route much farther west. 


The community is not blocking having a 
Northwest leg of the highway. Other routes are 
available and one could be taken which would 
be better located for local traffic and wou"’ not 
wreck any community. 


If human rights have any value in this county, 
then such rights must be considered. Where 
purposes can be accomplished without destruc- 
tion of a man’s right to his own home, then 
human rights certainly should have first con- 
sideration. Otherwise we are sacrificing our 
heritage. 

If our homes are no longer inviolate, we have 
departed a long ways from our past traditions.

However, 
this is not the case, and, as sometimes it appears 
that external influences are at work and be- 
cause the development of the area can satisfac- 
torily take place without the destruction of any 
community, we are unalterably opposed tv that 
destruction and reiterate that human rights

Taft-Hartley Law Gets Top Billing 


WASHINGTON—Unexpectedly swift accession by Robert N. Denham, genera! counsel] of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, to a demand by President Truman for his resignation, has promoted 
the Taft-Hartiey Law to top billing for the remainder of the present Congress. 


An attempt by the President to force Den- 
ham out had been expected ever since the Sen- 
ate last May defeated, 53 to 30, a Presidential 
proposal to abolish his office. Eighteen Demo- 
crats then joined with 35 Republicans in sup- 
porting Sen. Robert A. Taft's contention that 
Mr. Truman's reorganization plan was an attempt 
to repeal a vital feature of the strike-control 
law by indirection. 


But Mr. Truman resisted heavy labor 
demand that he move against Denham for 
the quite obvious reason that the heavily 
pro-Taft-Hartley Senate majority would be 
likely to deny confirmation to whomever was 
named in Denham's place. 


What the President appears to have aimed 
for was dismissal of Denham just too late for 
the expiring Senate to get a whack at his suc- 
cessor. However, necessity of a change in law 
to permit Gem. George C. Marshall to assume 
the Secretaryship of Defense blocked the ad- 
journment scheduled for Saturday, and on that 
same day Denham himself leaked out the word 
that he was resigning at Mr. Truman's request. 

it still is possible to hold back the appoint- 
ment until after Congress adjourns, but that 
course would mean almost certain rejection of 
the appointee by the new Senate next Janu- 
ary. That prospect is the more likely because 
four Senators opposed to the Taft-Hartley Law-— 
Graham of North Carolina, Pepper of Fiorida, 
Tavior of Idaho and Thomas of Oklahoma—al- 
ready have been defeated for Democratic re- 
nomination by pro-Taf-Hartley candidates. 

Nor is it probable that the Senate will fail 
fo act on a Truman appointment to the general 
counsel job, thus permitting a recess appoint- 
ment for the between-Congresses interim. The 
appointee certainly will be asked whether he 
will intend to follow Denham in maintaining 
the independence from Labor Board dictation 
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which Congress clearly intended. And if he re- 
plies in the negative, the Senate very well may 
reject him. 

. The one best bet is that the present Senate 
will do whatever Taft asks it to do concerning 
this or any other issu@ related to the Taft-Hart- 
ley Law. 

From Cincinnati Saturddy night Taft branded 
the Denham discharge as a “pay-off to organ- 
ized labor.” 

“President Truman,” Taft said, “last week 
attended a secret meeting of the labor bosses, 
and no doubt this resignation is the pay-off. It 
was another surrender to the CIO Political Ac- 
tion Committee.” 


More disturbing to the President, perhaps, 
was the comment of Rep. Graham Barden of 
North Carolina, new Democratic chairman of 
the House Labor Cemmittee, that “if somer 
body doesn’t like the Taft-Hartley Act the 
remedy is to repeal it, not fire those appoint- 
ed to administer it.” 


The importance a! Barden in this situation 
is that his committee has before it a Senate- 
passed revision of the Taft-Hartley Law, includ- 
ing a provision eliminating the independent gen- 
eral counsel. At any ‘time in the last 14 months 
the President could have got rid of Denham by 
the simple process of permitting the Barden 
committee and the House to accept the Senate 
Taft-Hartley revision. 

That course by Mr. Truman, however, would 
constitute a surrender to Taft—something that 
is not likely to happen, at least until after the 
voting on Senatorial candidates in Ohio, next 
Nov. 7. 

Taft, meanwhile, may be counted on to do 
his best to keep the President in the hole, into 
which he was plunged by the Senate defeat of 
his proposal to abolish Denham's office.

The ‘Golden Host’.

: as A the Breeders Gazette, writes that the Central 

Siates Sheep and Wool Association, Inc., held its annual meeting 
in Louisville, Ky., on Sept. 16. 


So far as I know I am the only member of this association 
living in Georgia and it happens that I could not attend the meet- 
ing this year. I hope that such Georgia sheep men as could did. 
make the trip to Louisville to see what the association can do to 
aid us in producing more sheep. 


Sam Guard writes, “We face a future in 
Lots of Wool which tremendous quantities of wool are 
needed to clothe men under arms and civilians working busily 
to back them. At the same time the meat and other products 
furnished by the ewe and her lamb were never more acceptable 
to the public. If there was need for our organization when it 
was formed, it is greatly multiplied today.” 


That Georgia farmers are overlooking a wonderful oppor- 
tumity in the production of sheep is obvious to anyone faintly 
familiar with the fundamental situation. Wool is at an all-time 
high, or very near it. Lamb is scarce and the prices are fabulous. 
Most of the spade-work has been done in getting rid of the hazards 
which formerly interfered with sheep-raising: such hazards as 
internal and external parasites, and the control of dogs. Breed- 
ing work by Zenas Massey and Watson Fisher at the Georgia 
Experiment Station has proved the crossing of native ewes with 
Hampshire rams, followed later by Dorsey rams, would produce 
great increases in wool per animal, would produce a lamb 
at Christmas time, and a market lamb by June 1. They proved, 
too, that internal parasites could be controlled by mixtures 
of phenothiazine or Trol with large quantities of salt, made 
accessible to the sheep at all times. Dogs were controlled by good 
shepherding of lefge flocks. 


Sheep are known as the “golden hoof” for the reason they 
enrich the land wherever they go (unless forced to graze too 
closely for their living). They can utilize our year-round pastures 
equally as well as cattle. The ewe’s wool usually pays the entire 
expense of handling the ewe and lamb and the lamb is profit.

‘A Touch of the Old Mills Spirit’ 


NEW YORK—The company called Mills Industries, Inc., formerly known as 


Millis Novelty Company, 


is the foremost manufacturer of the gambling machine 


known as the one-armed bandit which has been at the bottom of so much official 
corruption and gangsterism for many years. The machine itself, of course, is as 
innocent as any deck of ecards or pair of dice, except as otherwise provided by 
law in most of the territory of the United States. It is: supposed to give gum. 
If the operators don’t make it give gum, can the manufacturer be blamed? Mills Industries, Inc., 
owns, or did own at my latest information, 78 per cent of Soundies Distributing Corporatidh of 
Delaware. The date of my information is Jan. 8, 1945, and the source is a credit agency dealing 


strictly in this type of information. However, 


inasmuch as I am about to discuss certain financial 


interests of Jimmy Roosevelt, who, with the assistance of the First Lady of the World, is cam<- 
paigning fay the governorship of California, the time is appropriate even though changes probably 


have occurred since then. 

Twenty per cent of Soundies Distributing Cor- 
poration was owned by Globe Productions, Inc., 
“controlled by James Roosevelt.” 


“This subsidiary leases films to the operators 
of machines purchased from Mills Industries, Inc.”

The 
next page says: “‘Sixteen’ Rogers, the famous 
‘Panoram’ girl, will be hostess at Mills open 
house, Sunday, Oct. 20, at the New York ‘Soundies’ 
preview. Smorgasbord. Special entertainment.” 

Page Four: .Picture of girl without much on 
in a sort of kootch posture. Cutline says “Carmen 
D’Antonio, latest Hollywood dance sensation, iin a 
scene from ‘Jungle Drums,’ a Mills ‘Panoram’ 
Soundie.” 

“We went to Hollywood,” the print says, “to 
unveil ‘Panoram.’ We went to Hollywood) to 
_ show Soundies for the first time, the three-minute 


films with sound, automatically played for a dime. 
We gave the most glamorous city in the world 
a touch of the old Mills spirit, that magical some- 
thing which, when once felt by an outside object, 
changes its complexion then and forever. They 
said we would be lucky to have 100 people .at 
our press party: but it swarmed 5,000, the biggest 
party ever held in Hollywood. A thousand coin- 
machine distributors, operators and service men 
planed, trained and motored across the country 
for this historic preview. - Fred Mills, leader of 
the Mills clan, held out a hearty hand of greet- 
ing and Jimmy Roosevelt, as great a trouper as 
ever took a curtain call, hosted a mighty throng 
with the skill and eclat of America’s number one 
showman.” 

Skipping a few pages, we come to a touching 
symbolic reference to the fruit that whirls by the 
eyes of the sucker on the wheels of the one- 
armed bandit. There is a photograph of a great 
heap of oranges, plums, cherries and—lemons! 
The language below it said this was the table 
decoration at a Hollywood breakfast for 100 given 
by the Mills House Organ, Spinning Reels. — 


A young woman who desires to be anonymous
